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Gandhi at WSC Castro’s Daughter Comes to Worcester

The fifth grandson of Mohandas 
K. “Mahatma” Gandhi made 
his second ever appearance at 
Worcester State College on the 
afternoon of October 5, this 
time attending a luncheon and 
roundtable of fifteen students 
and professors at the President’s 
Dining Room in the Student 
Center. Along with being a 
descendent of the “Mahatma” 
(translated, “The Great Soul’’) 
Arun Gandhi is the co-founder 
of the M.K. Gandhi Institute for 
Non-Violence based at Rochester 
University. The Gandhi Institute 
is dedicated to “planting the seeds 
of change” toward non-violence 
and promoting that humanity 
must “learn to reduce violence to 
a bare minimum.” 

Gandhi gave a very short 
introduction of himself, 


highlighting his upbringing as 


inextricably intertwined with the 
philosophy of non-violence, and 
his voyage from his birthplace, 
South Africa, to India with the 
ashes of his deceased father in 
hand at the age of twenty-four. 
While in India and recovering 
from surgery, he met his then 
nurse, later wife and co-founder 
of the Gandhi Institute, Sunanda, 
whom passed away in her sleep 
on February 21, 2007. Due to 
the rules of the Apartheid system 
in South Africa, the newlyweds 
could not return to Arun’s South 
Africa home, and elected to 
remain in India together. There 
they implemented a campaign, 
based on the teachings of their 
grandfather, against the rigid, 
millennia old Caste System of 
India. 

Immigrating to the United States 
in 1984, Gandhi first established 
the Gandhi Institute in Tennessee, 
but relocated to Rochester in 2004 
due to Sunanda’s deteriorating 
health and proximity to their 
daughter. 

The majority of Gandhi’s 
appearance was conducted as a 
dialog amongst the attendees, 
across many subjects, including 
the attacks of September 11, 
2001. 

Gandhi called the actions of the 
passengers on United Flight 93, 
which crashed in Pennsylvania 
on that day, “a great act of non- 
violence [...] violence can never 
be completely — eliminated.” 
Gandhi compared the anger of the 
American people after September 
11, 2001 to the anger amongst 
the Indian people after a British 
massacre of hundreds in 1930 
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in response to his grandfather’s 
famous “Salt March.” 

Arun quoted his grandfather 
from that time, who said “the 
British need to be liberated from 
their hate and colonialism as 
much as [Indians] from their 
political oppression.” 

Arun said that the causes of 
September 11 “haven’t been 
addressed” and that “instead 
of providing moral leadership 
and channeling that [post-9-11] 
anger positively, our leadership 
exploited that anger [...] peace is 
the same for Christians, Muslims, 
Buddhists, Hindus and Jews.” 

Speaking to the Agape 
Community, a sustainable living, 
Catholic, interfaith outreach 
community in Ware, MA, the 
following day, Gandhi asked the 
audience to “live by the Sermon 
on the Mount.”

“T hardly speak Spanish at this 
time of the morning never mind 
English,” laughs Alina Fernandez 
Revuelta upon approaching the 
podium on the twenty-seventh 
of September at Worcester State 
College’s Blue Lounge. A self 
proclaimed night person, Revuelta 
is the author of two books, a 
lecturer at colleges throughout 
the United States, lab technician, 
and hosts the Miami radio show 
Simplemente Alina. “I am pretty 


lazy really,’ she smiles impishly.. 


A lock of hair escapes her pony tail 
and her eyes dance mischievously 
towards the audience as though 
part of some big secret which is 
somehow escaping the crowd. 


One hazy.Havana summer. - 


future dictator Fidel Castro, and 
rising socialite Natalia Revuelta 
met. one another in secret and 
from ‘their relationship | was born 


Alina Fernandez Revuelta. Both 


Castro and Revuelta were married 
to others but, found themselves 
deeply in love and united together 
by their struggle against Fugencia 
Batista, who was president of 
Cuba until the Castro led Cuban 
Revolution of 1959. 

Their flame was kept alive 
through letters written to one 
another while he was 
imprisoned. This back fired when 
Castro mistakenly sent one of his 
love letters meant for Revuelta 
to his wife, bringing to light his 
extra-marital activity and forcing 
him to end his secret affair. 

Tall and slim Revuelta looks more 
like her father than she cares to 
admit. Her dark eyes are a canvas 
of the pain she houses in her soul 
but, there is an inextinguishable 
fire found in them as well. Her 
eyes are indeed very much like 
that of her fathers. 

Though his blood runs through 
her she has risen to become one of 
Castro’s most outspoken critics. 
The crowd gathered around her 
listened intently as Revuelta 
recalled her impoverished 
childhood growing up as_ the 
illegitimate daughter of Fidel 
Castro. “People came to me with 
their concerns, their troubles, their 
tragedies, wanting me to reach 
Castro, my father, a man I could 
not even reach myself,” stated a 
solemn Revuelta. 

It was not until the age of ten 
when she discovered her father 
was one of the most powerful 
men in all of Cuba. Revuelta 
recalled memories of Castro’s 
infrequent visits to their home 
late at night, portraying him as 
a hairy man wreathed in a cloud

of cigar smoke. “When he used 
to come and visit my mother’s 
eyes lit up like two candles. My 
grandma called him the devil; she 
hated him.” 

Describing in intimate detail 
her life growing up in Cuba, 
Revuelta witnessed her country 
transform before her eyes and was 
powerless to stop conditions from 
deteriorating. At the age of three 
she remembers Mickey Mouse 
being replaced on the television 
by her father shouting execution 
orders. 

“The cartoons were replaced 
by hairy men-for 50 years,’ she 
said. 

During her early adult life 
Revuelta was a model and public 
relations director for a Cuban 
fashion company. Disappointed 
at the state of the country, friends 
from the United States sent her 
enough money to engineer her 
escape to Spain. Doused in Chanel 
Perfume, Revuelta placed a pair 
of dark oversized sunglasses over 
her eyes and marched through 
the airport disguised as a tourist 
chattering loudly and purposely 
as she slipped into a plane. that 
would fly her away from a lifetime 
of struggles. 

Fourteen years since the day 
of her escape Revuelta resides in 
Miami, Florida with her daughter 
and has not looked back since. It 
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has been over twenty years since 
she has spoken with her father and 
she prefers to keep it that way. 
Her mother still resides in 
Cuba and corresponds with her 
daughter occasionally through 
emails. She says she will never 
join her daughter in the United 
States. Leaving Cuba behind 
would be like abandoning her 
identity. It is the land that holds 
memories of hope and strife and 
feelings for a certain man that 
have not tarnished over the years. 
In a telephone interview Alina 
Fernandez Revuelta_ discussed 
openly her wishes and dreams 
for Cuba as well as private details 
and struggles within her own life.

Worcester State College is 
full of divisions.

(referring to the exit near the 
parking garage). Addressing 
student complaints, the senate 
wrote to the administration 
decrying the new traffic flow. 
Responding to these 
complaints, President Janelle 
Ashley issued a letter to the 
student body on the issue. The

Let the man Speak

Fidel Castro has come to the 
United States four times since 
coming to power in 1959, in 
February 1960 delivering a 
scathing speech at the United 
Nations against the United 
States. He has been protested 
and demonized, in many cases 
rightfully, and then the Castro 
show went home. The next day, 
the world was pretty much exactly 
the same as it was the day before. 
Nothing happened. 

Nikita Khrushchev, leader of 
the “Evil Empire,” gave a speech 
before the United Nations in 
September of 1960 that lasted over 
two hours and practically declared 
war on the entire institution of the 
U.N. Days later he interrupted 
proceedings with table banging, 
yelling and finger pointing. If 
you've never seen it, it’s fantastic 
comedy. After the grandstanding 
was over, the Khrushchev show 
packed up and went home. The 
next day the sun did rise. Nope, 
nothing happened. 

You can follow a similar pattern 
with Yassir Arafat in 1974 or 
Hugo Chavez in 2005. They came 
to the U.N.; people got upset; the 
speakers said words; some of it 
was grandstanding stupidity; they 
packed up their sideshow and 
left; the world carried on. Twice 
is a coincidence, three times is a 
pattern, four is a trend. All the big 
bad boogey men came and went 
home and no one got hurt. Sticks 
and stones... 

President Ahmadinejad of Iran 
appeared at the U.N. on September 
25 and the trend proved itself, 
but this boogey man had another 
stop on the agenda: Columbia 
University. The president of 
Columbia, Lee Bollinger had 
issued a formal request for the 
Iranian President to speak there. 
Ahmadinejad accepted and the 
hawks sharpened their nails. 

When asked about his choice 
of speakers, Bollinger indicated 
that he would invite even Hitler 
to speak, if that was possible. The 
hawks descended, and for days 
Bollinger was beat to a pulp in the 
media for allegedly promulgating 
the rhetoric of the Iranian leader. 
When the event took place 
on September 24, Bollinger 
launched a _ lengthy diatribe 
against Ahmadinejad, closing 
with: “Today I feel all the weight 
of the modern civilized world 
yearning to express the revulsion 
at what you stand for. I only wish 
I could do better.” Many critics 
considered Bollinger’s opening 
statements a contrived attempt to 
resurrect his reputation. 

Ahmadinejad spoke for some 
time, drawing laughter at the 
sheer stupidity of some of his 
comments, especially the now 


famous: “In Iran, we don’t 
have homosexuals, like in your 
country.” 


If you take issue with or find 
fault in a person and/or what he 
stands for, you should encourage 
them to speak. Those who think 
Ahmadinejad represents a faulty 
ideology didn’t need their own 
contrived outrage, they just 
needed to listen to the man prove 
them right. 

Like it or not, Ahmadinejad was 


elected by millions of Iranians to 
a position in which he represents 
a country of 70 million people. 
He may very well be a horrible 
human being, but students, and 
Americans as a whole, can figure 
that out for themselves. 

Lee Bollinger did what the 
leader of an academic institution 
should be expected to do; he gave 
his students the opportunity to see 
for themselves and make up their 
own minds. We don’t need the 
“talking head” personalities who 
masquerade as journalists to tell 
us what to think, and we certainly 
don’t need the government 
filtering information for our 
consumption. Lee Bollinger gave 
his students, and anyone else 
interested enough to tune into the 
live broadcast on the internet, a 
chance to hear it right from the 
horse’s mouth. 

Bollinger should be commended, 
not be made into yet another 
boogey man.

Peony in Love 


Lisa See’s “Peony in 
Love” takes you into a world of 
hope, unrequited love, hatred, 
sorrow, and discovery; all 
contained behind the doors of 
the women’s chambers. This 
is where Peony, an unmarried 
maiden of relatively good 
standing lives her short life. The 
book begins at the opening of the 
celebration of double seven; the 
seventh day of the seventh month 
of the year. Peony is getting to 
see something that few girls, or 
even women, ever get to see. Her 
father has conspired with a small 
troupe of actors to perform the 
opera “The Peony Pavilion” in 
their very own home. For three 
days, Peony is to live her dream 
for three nights — she is obsessed 
with the opera and owns eleven of 
thirteen available copies of it. It 
is during this time that she meets 
her own poet, somewhat like 
the one in the opera. After this 
meeting, she becomes lovesick; 
she wastes away by refusing to 
eat, and writing sorrowful poetry. 
She dies, and that is where the 
real story begins. She goes on, as 
a ghost, to follow her betrothed 
and see to it that he is happy. 

See, as in her popular 
book “Snow Flower and the 
Secret Fan,” uses her knowledge 
of Chinese customs and rules, as 
well as the history of women in 
China to paint a picture that the 
reader cannot help but be drawn 
into. Having extensive knowledge 
about things such as foot binding, 
and honoring ancestors properly 
allows her the freedom to expand 
on these topics and weave them 
flawlessly into her story amongst 
the main character’s feelings 
and viewpoint. On page 44, See 
gives us an example of a Chinese 


custom described and defined, 
and then related to the character, 
“The written character for mother 
love is composed of two elements: 
love and pain. I had always 
thought this emotion was felt by 
daughters for their mothers, who 
inflict pain on us by binding our 
feet, but looking at Second Aunt’s 
tears and my mother’s courage 
I realized this emotion was for 
them.” 

Sorrow and lovesickness 
are large parts of the story. They 
lead to Peony’s death, and the 
events that cause her to become 
a ghost. See crafts a number of 
tasty little snippets of poetry that 
express depths of sorrow beyond 
what a young woman should ever 
experience. One of them, on 
page 49, written by someone very 
close to Peony, weaves its way 
throughout the historical recount 
of the Manchu invasion, to relate 
to Peony during her afterlife as 
she follows her husband. 

“The trees are bare. 

In the distance, the honks of 
mourning geese. 

If only my tears of blood could 
dye red the blossoms of the plum 
tree. 

But I will never make it to spring. 
My heart is empty and my life has 
no value anymore. 

Each moment a thousand tears.” 


One of the few negative 
comments one could make about 
the book is that after Peony’s 
death, the book also becomes 
insubstantial, sometimes 
confusing. Peony becomes less 
colorful as a character, and fades 
more to shades of grey, as she only 
develops very slowly. This could 
be related to the fact that she is a 
ghost, and as such, no longer has 
the color of life. 

Overall, Lisa See weaves 
a wonderfully entertaining story 
like a master craftsman would

weave an intricate tapestry. It 
draws you in from the very 
beginning, much like “Snow 
Flower,” and keeps your attention 
by using two separate climaxes 
indicated the end of Peony’s life, 
and the end of her afterlife. While 
the first climax centers on Peony’s 
internal conflicts over marriage 
and love of a man she thinks 
she can never have, the second 
involves outside influences and 
another spirit. 

I also recommend that 
you read Lisa See’s other novels, 
including “Snow Flower and the 
Secret Fan,” and “Flower Net.”
